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How to Lay Out A Datrol Kitchen 


By H. Y. RAMAIAH 


The most important person in the kitchen 
is the Cook. All the other factors depend 
upon the Cook. Every possible convenience 
will have to be provided to him i.e. the 
cook should find least amount of difficulty 
in carrying out his duties. | 


The Kitchen gadgets also will have to be 
put up in relation to the position of the 
fire place. 


1. Fire Place: This will kave to be 
provided at one corner of the area of the 
kitchen (say 12’ x IS’). Ifit is going to be 
a camp of 5 or 7 days an alter fire will be 
very convenient. ‘The height should not be 
more than 23’ for adults and 2’ for boys to 
ensure safety for the face. This fixes the 
position of the cook. Then comes the 
remaining gadgets depending upon the 
position of the fire place. Al! other 
gadgets and pits will have to be put up, 
always remembering that the movement of 
the cook should be as less as possible. 


2. Kitchen dresser: ‘This 1s put up very 
near to the fire place. (next to fire place at 
A seat is also provided 
(cook) to work on the 


a safe distance). 
for the person 
kitchen dresser. (May be cutting vegetables 
or cutting chillies and so on.) 


3. Gadget for cooking vesseis: This is 
built next to the dresser where the cleaned 
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vessels for cooking food are kept. This may 
be built in a convenient manner. In the 
photo it is shown as a two rack shelf, which 
can take more vessels and is also convenient. 
This completes one side of our Kitchen 
bonndary. Coming in the same order, 


we come to the — 


4. Plate rack and (5) Mug Tree in the 
same line as shown in the photo. These are 
not the only ways of constructing them. 
There are several methods by which you 
can put up the plate rack. 


Dining Table: (Not shown in the photo). 


It is situatedin the fore ground. Left 
to the ingenuity of the campers, a suitable 
table may be erected with seats for com-. 
fortable sitting. The most important is the 


sanitation- Here come the — 


6. Pits:* One, a grease pit and the 
other, a dry pit. These are also situated 
next to the fire place so that the cook can 
easily dispose off the waste. The grease pit 
is covered with a “‘ grease trap‘ This may 
be done by placing two layers -of broad 
green leaves and putting them together. 


‘The ‘ Grease-trap ’ and other dry materi- 
als collected will be burnt off every day. 


Soaking materials like brick-bats may be. 
kept in the soaking pit. This depends upon 
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the soil. Ifthe soil cannot absorb water, 
it is better to place a vessel below the trap 
and the water collected disposed off every 
now and then. 


7. The Fire-Wood Stock: A shelter is 
necessary for the fire-wood stock. Fire 
wood is stocked inside the shelter. taking 
care to see that the wood is placed at least 
9? above the ground so that it does not 
dampen. So also the fire wood is arranged 
in a graded manner (ie. round ones— 
split ones— split twice— twigs and so on) 
so that the cook can select the required 
kind of fuel he wants. 


8. ‘Chopping block — _ will have to 
be provided near the 
with necessary tools for splitting wood. 
‘There should be separate enclosures both 


for Fire-wood stock and also the kitchen.

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care is to be taken to see that the kitchen 
is always kept tidy and sanitation rules 
observed strictly. 


It is once again, important to bear in 
mind, that the cook should be given as 
much help as possible and is prevented 
from unnecessarily moving about. Though 
it is a difficult task to be a cook, it is he 
who gets all praise for maintaining the 
standard and health of the Patrol and also 
of the Camp. 


N.B.—This article provides only the ‘ lay- 
out of the Kitchen’ Hence minute 
details are omitted. 


E.g. the fire place and gadgets will have 
to be put up depending upon the circums- 
tances under which the Camp is held. 
Several other methods may also be thought 
of. But this is only a simple lay out which 


can be built quickly by boys as well as
